One  of  the  most  solemn,  yet  by  no  means  the 
least  frequent  of  events,  in  the  Chrislian  minister’s  | 
life,  is  that  of  passing  with  a  hasty  step  from  a 
scene  of  joy  to  a  scene  of  wo — that  of  mingling 
in  the  festivities  of  the  marriage  circle,  thenen-' 
tering  the  solemnities  which  surround  the  tomb — ^ 
that  of  weaving  with  one  hand  a  garland  for  the  ; 
bride,  and  with  the  other  planting  the  cyjiross  onl 
her  newlv  made  grave.  Slie  whose  early  and  siid- ; 
lien  deatfi,  far  away  from  the  home  of  her  child- ' 
hood,  has  called  us  to  the  house  of  mourning  to¬ 
day,  not  twelve  months  since  was  a  hajqiy  bride. 
She  has  been  the  heroine  of  a  tragedy,  nhieh! 
would  almost  verify  the  adage  ‘  Truth  is  stranger  | 
than  fiction.’  When  standing  at  tlie  altar  pledging ! 
before  the  world  a  vow  already  regisiereu  in  Tiea-j 
veil  none  could  have  harbored  ihe  thought,  that] 
in  one  short  year,  the  angel  of  death  would  cancel  | 
that  vow,  and  take  her  angel-spirit  to  its  uj>pcr| 
homo.  But  so  it  was.  With  the  jircmise  of  a 
long,  a  hapjiy,  and  a  useful  life,  her  star  has  sud¬ 
denly  gone  down  to  this  world,  but  to  blaze  in 
heaven  forever.  An  event  like  this  should  teach  j 
us  all  the  brevity  of  human  life,  and  lead  us  to 
place  a  proper  estimate  upon  things  unseen  and  I 
eternal.  It  should  prove  a  monitor  to  him  who , 
.stands  in  the  sacred  office,  whose  duties  are ; 
fraught  with  the  weightiest  consequences,  and 
who  must  jo}’  with  the  joyful  and  weep  with  those; 
who  weep,  and  especially  should  it  be  lo  the 
mourners  a  lesson  of  Christian  discipline,  rcsig- 1 
nation  and  advancement  in  the  true  spiritual  life. 

The  text  selected  for  this  occasion  was  chosen 
by  the  motlier,  the  only  surviving  [jarer.t  of  the 
departed.  It  inculcates  the  duty  of  resignation,  ^ 
on  the  ground  of  the  piomise  of  God.  ‘Fear  thou; 
not,’  he  says,  ‘  for  I  am  with  thee  ,  be  net  dismay- , 
ed;  for  I  *am  thy  God;  I  will  strengthen  thee;] 
yea,  I  will  help  thee;  yea,  I  will  uphold  thee  with; 
the  riglit  hand  of  my  righteousness.’  .And  we  ' 
now  affectionately  commend  this  great  duty  to  the  ; 
mourning  relatives  and  friends,  w  bother  they  be 
present  or  whether  far  away.  i 

1.  We  should  be  resigned  to  the  will  of  God,* 
because  it  were  useless  to  be  otherwise.  If  mourn- 1 
ing  would  restore  the  lost  one  to  our  arms  again,  t 
then  would  the  excess  of  grief  bo  justified.  But 
you  know  it  is  not  so.  Excessive  sorrow  for  those  1 
who  leave  us,  only  adds  to  the  weight  of  affliction. 

1  would  not  forbid  the  tear  of  affectionate  remein-  i 
brance  to  dow' ;  for  1  know  it  is  a  greet  relief  to  * 
the  sorrow  ing  heart.  But  we  sorrow  not  as  those  , 
having  no  hope;  we  should  not  allow  our  feelings  i 
to  break  out  in  rebellion  against  God :  we  should 
carefully  discriminate  between  bearing  the  rod 
with  a  Christian  resi^ation,  and  uttering  our  com¬ 
plaints  against  the  righteous  rule  of  heaven. 

But  those  there  are,  who  fail  to  see  anything  ^ 
under  circumstances  like  this  but  the  single  fact 
of  bereavement — who  have  not  confidence  in  the 
just  goodness  of  the  providence  of  God — whp 
murmur  on,  day  after  day,  and  year  by  year,  be-  ] 
causa  God  has  seen  fit  to  take  a  chcri.shed  one 


home  to  himself.  Instances  like  this  are  doubtless  [ 
familiar  to  you  all.  Do  you  not  see  the  wrong 
there  is  in  tnem?  Will  excessive  mourning  re¬ 
store  the  departed  to  this  life?  Does  it  not  wear 
down  the  health  of  the  body,  and  destroy  the 
peace  of  the  mind?  Is  it  not  in  reality  uttering 
rebuke  against  God?  Oh,  yes! — we  may  sorrow- 
like  the  earth  when  the  storm  sw-eeps  over  it,  but  i 
only  to  smile  in  new  freshness  and  beauty  when 
the  .sun  of  love  shines  forth!  Excessive  grief  is 
only  injurious  to  the  mourner,  and  rebellious  to¬ 
ward  God.  It  can  do  no  good,  and  for  this  rea¬ 
son  alone,  we  should  cultivate  a  cheerful  resigna- 
;  tion  w  hen  the  night  of  alflictiou  is  about  us. 

2.  We  should  be  resigned  to  the  will  ol  Gotl, 
because  there  is  no  ground  for  fear.  God  is  a 
being  of  love.  This  life  was  ^ven  us  in  love. —  ’ 
The  atmosphere  of  heaven  is  love.  Then  where 
is  there  room  for  fear?  The  text  says,  ‘  Fear  thou 
not ;  for  I  am  with  thee ;  be  not  dismayed ;  for  I 
am  thy  God.’  Is  not  this  a  direct  prohibition  of 
fear?  Sooner  would  I  look  upon  nature  as  diffus¬ 
ing  a  latent  poison  through  every  secret  avenue, 
than  upon  God  or  his  providence  as  furnishing  the 
least  ground  lor  human  fear. 

And  yet  there  are  many  who  go  trembling 
through  life,  and  sink  into  the  tomb  in  horror,  be¬ 
cause  of  false  views  respecting  our  heavenly 
Friend.  One  is  filled  with  fear,  that  death  maybe 
a  leap  into  the  dark — a  darkness  w'hich  shall 
never  end — a  darkness  unlit  by  the  rays  of  a 
resurrection  iriorn.  If  a  sentiment  like  this 
j  were  true,  then  might  we  fear  indeed  to  have  our 
friends  depart,  and  to  go  ourselves  to  ‘  Ihe  undis¬ 
covered  country’  beyond  the  tomb.  We  might 
then  cling  to  this  life  with  a  struggle  of  despair, 

,  however  useless  such  a  struggle  with  death  would 
!  be.  But  is  there  any  ground  for  this  fear?  Has 
'  not  Christ  ascended  to  heave.n,  breaking  the  bars 
of  death,  and  carrying  captivity  captive?  Have 
not  angels  descended  to  the  earth,  and  ascended 
again  to  the  .spirit’s  final  home?  Andean  jou 
doubt  that  God  will  be  as  good  as  his  word,  and 
confer  upon  the  last  and  the  least  human  soul  a 
fadeless  and  changeless  crown  immortal?  Doubt 
:  it  not  for  one  moment.  There  is  no  ground  for 
fear.  A  future  life  is  as  certain  as  the  present. — 
If  it  were  not  so,  reason  and  the  Bible  are  phan¬ 
toms  indeed. — Another  is  filled  with  fear,  lest  a 
doom  far  worse  than  death  shall  be  his — a  doom 
far  worse  than  never-ending  sleep — a  doom  of  in¬ 
conceivable  anguish  and  horror,  in  a  lake  of  liquid 
fire,  where  an  eternity  of  ages  shall  sink  him  deep- 
I  er  and  deeper  in  the  wretchedness  of  God’s  wrath, 
and  where  the  least  hope  of  deliverance  shall  nev¬ 
er,  never  come.  But  where  is  the  ground  for  a 
fear  like  this?  Is  it  found  in  nature.’ — is  it  found 
in  reason? — is  it  found  in  the  Bible?  No — the 
smile  of  nature  is  a  smile  of  love — the  language 
of  reason  is  a  language  of  love— the  voice  of  re 
velation  is  a  voice  of  love.  ‘  God  is  love.’  And 
God  sent  his  Son  into  the  world,  not  to  condemn 
•  the  world,  but  that  the  world  through  him  might 
be  saved.  Have  we  reason  to  believe,  that  the 
I  Savior  will  be  baffled  in  his  work?  He  triumphed 
.over  Satan  in  the  wilderness;  will  he  not  in  the 
!  hearts  of  men?  Doubtitnot.  There  is  no  ground 
I  tor  fear.  The  sinner  is  damned  indeed,  and  will 
thus  remain  until  he  forsakes  his  sins.  But  the 
doom  of  which  we  are  speaking,  comports  not 
w  ith  rea.son — comports  not  with  thS  Bible.  Hence, 
in  the  hour  of  affliction  and  sorrow,  we  should  ' 
cast  all  fear  away,  and  be  fully  resigned  to  the 
will  of  thf  infinite  One. 

3.  We  should  be  resigned  to  the  will  of  God, 
because  of  the  promise  ne  has  given.  And  tvhat 
is  that  promise?  In  the  text  it  is— ‘l  aip  with^ 
time’—'  I  am  thy  God’— ‘  I  wUl  strengthen  thee’; 


— ‘  I  will  hel[»  tliee’ — ‘  I  will  uphold  Ihee  with  the 
right  hand  of  my  righteousness.’  Here  is  aii 
abundant  fund  for  hopeful  resignation  to  the  will 
of  God.  The  promise  that  God  is  with  us,  and 
will  ever  continue  to  be  with  us,  is  one  of  exceed- 
ing  joy  and  {>eace;  it  makes  us  feel  that  the  hel¬ 
met  and  shield  of  his  jirovidence  are  constantly 
over  and  about  us,  it  takes  the  sting  from  the  ar 
row  of  affliction,  and  enables  us  to  say,  ‘  Father, 
thy  will  be  done!’ — and  the  promise  that  he  is  our 
Gotl,  and  will  ever  thus  remain,  is  equivalent  lo 
saying  that  God  is  cur  highest  good;  for  the  an¬ 
cient  name  ‘  God’  is  the  same  in  signification  us 
troodness  or  love.  Yes,  God  is  indeed  our  Friend , 
the  smile  of  his  countenance  is  ever  upon  us, 
when  he  wields  the  rod  of  affliction,  we  may  know 
It  to  be  for  our  benefit,  that  we  may  become  pat 
takers  of  his  holiness;  and  the  fact  that  God  is  our 
good,  should  lead  us  to  love  and  serve  and  obey 
him  the  better.  And  the  promise  that  God  will 
strengthen  us,  should  lead  us  to  rely  less  upon  our¬ 
selves,  and  more  upon  him.  We  are  finite,  and 
fallible,  and  very  weak;  but  in  God  is  strength  tor 
all,  who  look  unto  him  for  sup|K>rt.  Go  unto  God 
in  your  weakness,  and  you  shall  not  fail  of  his  aid. 
And  the  promise  that  God  will  help  us,  is  suffi- 
cientlv  broad  to  rerch  every  want  we  have. — 
Whether  out  upon  the  ocean  tide,  or  sailing  above 
the  clouds,  or  following  the  steam  car  over  the 
earth,  or  snugly  environed  by  the  blessings  ot 
home,  the  promise  is  that  God  will  supply  every 
real  want  we  have.  We  sometimes  estimate  oui 
wants  wrongly;  and  we  may  know,  then,  that  God 
will  not  hear  our  prayer.  It  is  just  as  necessary , 
at  times,  that  we  be  chastened  for  our  spiritual  be¬ 
nefit,  as  that  the  sense  of  pain  be  given  for  the 
preservation  of  the  body.  ‘  Before  1  was  afflicted 
I  went  astrav,’  says  the  Psalmist,  ‘  but  now  have 
I  kept  thy  law.’  Thus  is  the  promise  verified, 
that  God  will  help  us  with  every  temporal  and 
spiritual  good.  And  last  of  all  and  best  is  the 
romise,  that  God  will  uphold  us  with  the  rigl.. 
and  of  his  righteousness.  He  will  not  uphold  us 
in  sin;  but  the  blessings  and  afflictions  of  his  pro¬ 
vidence  shall  so  discipline  the  soul,  that  it  shall  bt 
led  to  love  and  obey  the  impulse  of  rightcousr.es' 
more  and  more;  and  thus  shall  it  be  upheld  by 
the  right  hand  of  the  righteousness  of  God.  And 
this  same  hallowing  influence  shall  extend  to  the 
souls  of  all.  God  is  the  Supreme  Kuler.  Let 
this  fact  be  granted,  and  the  result  is  perfectly 
plain.  Not  a  soul  shall  be  finally  lost.  The  world, 
the  Univer.se,  shall  forevfr  be  subject  to  the  rule 
of  heaven.  That  rule  must  ever  allow  the  sinner 
to  return  to  obedience  and  peace,  wherever  the 
discipline  of  the  Father  shall  make  such  retuiu 
desirable.  And  to  say  that  the  .sinner  shall  choose 
to  remain  in  sinlulness  and  wretchedness  forever, 
would  be  like  saying  that  the  burnt  child  shall 
choose  to  dwell  in  the  clement  of  fire  Oh,  nr.  I 
as  the  way  of  the  transsrressor  is  hard — as  wicked¬ 
ness  burneth  as  the  fire — as  there  i.s  no  peace  'o 
the  wicked,  whose  soul  is  like  the  waters  of  the 
troubled  sea;  so,  judging  from  a  uniform  experi¬ 
ence,  we  may  safely  predict  the  return  to  obedi¬ 
ence  of  llie  last  wandering  prodigal  from  heaven. 
Is  there  one  before  me,  who,  knowing  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  virtue  and  vice,  can  voluntarily 
choose  the  latter  for  this  world  and  the  next?  Let 
your  own  experience  guide  you,  in  judging  of  a 
matter  like  this.  The  same  general  principle  that 
would  govern  you,  must  also  govern  the  rest  of 
mankind.  If  you  would  forsake  vice,  and  cleave 
unto  virtue,  know  that  your  brother  sinner  would 
do  the  same.  And  thus  is  the  very  last  sinner  per¬ 
mitted  to  hope  for  redemption,  through  aid  of  the 
right  hand  of  the  righteousness  of  God.  Would 
'  God  forbid  bis  return,  even  beyond  Ihe  present

The  same  idea  is 
cither  expressed  or  implied  in  every  system  of 
partialism  that  ever  had  an  existence.  It  is  upon 
this  idea  that  their  entire  system  is  built;  and  so 
important  do  they  regard  it,  that  they  tell^  us 
plainly,  that  they  discover  no  virtue  in  Christ’s 
teachings,  no  merit  in  his  death,  and  no  necessity  ' 
for  it,  aside  from  this  fact,  that  mankiml  are  thus 
exposed  to  the  wrath  of  God,  and  that  these  things 
were  needed  to  deliver  mankind  from  l!.e  conse- 1 
([uenccs  of  that  wrath.  It  is  for  this  they  preach, ! 
and  sing,  and  pray,  and  perform  all  their  moral 
and  religious  iluties;  and  not  unfrequently  are  they  ' 
heard  to  declare,  that  they  would  not  attend  to  any 
of  those  things,  were  it  not  that  they  feel  that 
themselves  and  others  are  continually  exposed  to , 
tlfis  wrath,  and  that  they  hoj)e  by  these  means  to  | 
escape  its  consequences,  ^vow  we  will  not  ques-  | 
tion,  in  the  least,  their  perfect  sincerity  in  this 
matter;  but  the  problem  that  we  desire  to  have , 
them  solve  for  us  is  this,  viz.  How  that  fiinda-l 
mental  article  of  their  faith  is  to  be  reconciled  | 
with  the  following  plain  and  unecpiivocal  declara-j 
tions  of  God’s  word.’  ‘For  God  so  loved  the  ^ 
world  that  he  gave  his  only  begolton  Sou.’  John 
iii.  16.  ‘  But  God  commendeth  his  love  toward , 

us,  in  that  while  we  were  yet  sinners,  Christ  died  : 
for  us.*  Rom.  v:  8.  ‘But  God  who  is  rich  in 
mercy,  for  his  great  love  wherewith  he  loved  us, ! 
even  when  we  were  dead  in  sins.’  Eph.  ii;  4.  5. !
